Desire to Bury Sister Properly 
Crazes Pittsburg Resident. 


COFFIN COLLECTOR’S FORT. 


Outsiders Rescue Man Besieged in Death 
Chamber. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 1. [Special. 1— His de- 
sire to obtain a decent Burial for the dead 
before he paid the rent for the living caused 
Enson Johnson to attempt to hurl a bomb 
across the coffin of his sister at the rent col- 
lector. 

Johnson owed for last month's reat. He 
had promised to pay in full yesterday. ohn 
McInerney, a son of Ald. P. J. McInerney. 
went to the house at 4 o'clock and demanded 
money. A few hours before a member of 
Johnson's family had died and the body was 
being prepared for burial when Mcinerney 


arrived. 
Offered to Pay Half. 

He knew nothing of the death and Johnson 
was wild with grief. He had money for the 
rent, but not enough for both the rent and 
the burial, and he offe re to pay half of the 
rent money. This.McInerney refused. 

When McInerney threatened to levy on the 
household goods unless every cent was forth- 
coming, Johnson rushed to a box in the 
kitchen and seized a nitroglycerin bomb. 

“If you give me any more trouble about 
this rent, I'll send you and all of us to the 
Skles, he cried as he rushed at McInerney 
with the supposed deadly instrument in his 
upraised hand. 

McInerney, seeing that Johnson was de- 
mented temporarily, backed hurriedly into 
the room that contained the corpse and 
junped behind the coffin. 

Police Scent Anarchists’ Nest. 

Johrison then tried to throw the missile 
across the coffin. It looked as if a tragedy 
was near. But outsiders, attracted by the 
9 outs of the frightened collector, rushed 
into the house and grappled with Johnson.

It 
was called up by Chairman Dunn of the 
license committee and was passed in the 
omnibus. 

Chairman Dever of the judiciary committee 
called up and had passed an ordinance re- 
quiring front and tail lights on all animal 
drawn vehicles. The lights must be of suf- 
ficient brilliance to be visible 200 feet.

May Limit Time for Traffic. 
When the ordinance is considered in com- 
mittee there will also be before it the peti- 
‘tion signed by a majority of the property 
owners along that portion of the avenue it is 
“sought to have boulevarded. Representa- 
tives of the south park commission are also 
expected to be present and will probably urge 
the committee to recommend for passage the 
ordinance which Hmits the time when heavy 
traffic will be permitted on the west portion. 
Many of the property owners have already 
expressed a desire that the grant of the 
street shall be given in such form that there 
will be some certainty that eventually the 
whole street will be devoted to pleasure ve- 
hicles and will become part of the great bou- 
levard Unk between the north and south 
sides. 
Torms of Ordinance. ‘ 

The first ordinance, introduced by Ald. 
Coughlin, reads: a 

SECTION 1. That consent is hereby given and 
granted to the south park commission to take, 
regulate, improve, control, and govern as parks 
and boulevards under its jurisdiction are regu- 
lated, improved, controlled, and governed, all 
that part of Michigan avenue lying between the 
north line of Jackson boulevard and the north 
line of Randolph street; provided, however, 
that traffic teams may continue to use the west 
thirty feet of the roadway of that part of said 
avenue. 

SECTION 2%. Nothing in this ordinance con- 
tained shall be construed as a waiver or relin- 
quishment by the city of any of its rights or 
powers relating to the laying of water mains or 
pipes, or the building or repairing of sewers or 
drains,.or the laying of electric wires or con- 
duits therefor, now or hereafter owned or con- 
trolled by the said city, or the regulating of 
openings for the same, or the making of other 
underground improvements, in said Michigan 
avenue by the said city.

And as I looked on her face, though she 
was old and gray and wrinkled, though she 
had gone through everything that would 
harden the heart and embitter and degrade 
the nature, I still could see a little of the 
refinement and the purity and the sweetness 
of that Irish womanhood. which prays to the 
Virgin Mother and looks at her with some- 
thing*of her own sweetness and beauty. 


Would Brighten Many Lives. 
That and many other similar pictures 
always have appealed to me by night and 
by day. And it is to make such lives impos- 
sible in the future generations of my blood 
and my race for all time that I come to this 
country, to this larger and more opulent 
race of my blood and my kin, and ask them 
to help us in bringing the struggle of cen- 
turies to an end, and to give to all the other 
generations that shall come of her blood 
the opportunities so long denied them in the 
tragic history of Ireland.”

“In demanding the development pf our in- 
terior waterways we adopt the policy of 
proceeding both promptly and on broad lines,

” Accepting and indorsing those portions 
of a recent report by a special board of sur- 
vey composed of United States engineers 
which demonstrate the complete practica- 
bility of the lakes to the gulf deep waterway, 
we repudiate and condemn that portion of 
the report declaring against the commer- 
cial expediency of and necessity for the 
project, and we affirm. our fixed conviction 
that the vast and rapidly advancing com- 
merce of our interior, already reaching an- 
nual. transportation costs of fully a billion 
dollars, absolutely demands the opening of a 
waterway. from the great lakes to the sea, 
not less than fourteen feet deep, and adapted 
to modern terminal and transfer facilities. 


Present Commerce No Criterion. 


“We deny and condemn the fallacious 
theory that the need for waterway develop- 
ment can be measured either by the amount 
or by the absence of water-borne commerce 
before the channele and terminals are prop- 
erly developed; we hold, on the contrary. 
in accordance with the experience of all 
countries, that the judicious development of 
transportation facilities promotes the vol- 
ume and diminishes the cost of commerce. 

We commend the plans and work of the 
Mississippi river commission looking toward 
the concurrent development of channels and 
the adjacent lands through a system of 
revetment and levees and approve the exten- 
sion of this system to the complete protec- 
tion of the overflowed lands, the drainage of 
swamp lands, the abatement of floods and the 
control of the waters in such manner as to 
insure the highest utility for navigation and 


Al related purposes. 


Holding that the Mississijpi and other 
waterwaye should be developed rnder a 
broad and comprehensive plan, recognizing 
all uses of the waters or benefits to be 
derived from their control, we adhere to the 
principlé arising in our constitution, and in- 
corporated in statutes recently enacted in 
several states, that the waters belong to the 
people, and maintain that this right of the 
people is inherent and indefeasible, and, while 


recognizing the necessity for administering’ 


this invaluable possession of the people by 
state and federal agencies, each within its 
appropriate jurisdiction, we deny the right of 
municipalities or of state and federal govern- 
ments to alienate or convey water dy per- 
petual franchise or without just coneidera- 
tion in the interests of the people. 


Demand More Water Statistics. 


“We require more definite information, to 
be made available through the census bu- 
reau or other appropriate federal office, con- 
cerning the uses of our waters in all ways 
affecting navigation, including municipal 
and domestic supply,\irrigation, mandfactur- 
ing, and power; and if further legislation 
be needful, we demand its enactment to the
